editor’s  note:  A  liberal  arts 
education  helps  expand  an 
individual’s  knowledge, 
broaden  their  ideas,  and 
increase  their  understand¬ 
ing.  They  learn  to  think 
deeply,  criticize,  analyze, 
and  understand.  It  pro¬ 
vides  them  with  the  intel¬ 
lectual  skills  to  transfer 
their  inspiration  into  some¬ 
thing  tangible,  complete, 
and  creative.  In  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  Contact,  Norbert 
Krapf  ’65  and  Lina 
Chesak  ’85  will  be  fea¬ 
tured  for  their  contributions 
to  the  world  of  the  arts. 
Also,  I  will  try  to  update 
you  on  a  few  additional 
alumni  and  faculty  who  are 
crafting  their  inspiration 
into  exciting  achievements. 
Hopefully,  along  the  way, 
their  liberal  arts  education 
has  helped  to  nurture  the 
creative  process. 

Poetic  History 

Norbert  Krapf  ’65  is  a 

historian  who  expresses 
himself  through  poetry. 
Through  his  art  he  recre¬ 
ates  past  lives  and  voices. 
He  states  that  in  order  to 
write  you  must,  “find  the 
material  that  goes  deepest 
for  you.  When  you  find  it, 
it  speaks  through  you,  not 
for  you.” 

Krapf  found  his  cre¬ 
ative  voice  in  becoming  a 
student  of  his  own  roots. 
He  found  inspiration  in 
learning  about  his  ances¬ 
tral  past  in  southern 
Indiana  and  Germany. 

He  urges  aspiring  writ¬ 
ers  to  write  about  what 
they  know.  “1  would  say, 
have  patience  when  you 


are  first  starting  out,  and 
to  write  about  what  you 
know.  1  had  to  move  to 
New  York  to  write  about 
home.” 

Krapf  was  born  and 
raised  in  Jasper,  Indiana. 
He  wrote  about  this 
German  community  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  heart  of  the 
Midwest.  Somewhere  in 
Southern  Indiana  is  his 
first  full-length  collection 
of  poems.  Common  peo¬ 
ple  from  generations  past 
come  to  life  to  speak 
about  their  everyday 
lives.  They  talk  about 
family,  work,  children, 
weather,  everyday  events, 
observations,  and  tradi¬ 
tions.  As  in  any  life,  this 
collection  of  poetry 
embraces  moments  of  joy, 
sorrow,  love,  laughter,  and 
the  comfort  of  continuity. 

He  continued  his  artis¬ 
tic  and  personal  journey 
when  writing  Blue-Eyed 
Grass:  Poems  of  Germany. 
In  discovering  his 
European  past,  he  con¬ 
fronted  the  Holocaust  and 
was  forced  to  come  to 
terms  with  his  ethnic  ori¬ 
gins.  “1  felt  a  mixture  of 
pain,  sorrow,  confusion, 
anger,  frustration,  per¬ 
haps  even  shame  and 
resentment  when  1 
thought  about  World  War 
11  and  the  Holocaust,” 
acknowledged  Krapf. 

The  book  contains  13 
poems  about  a  German 
Jewish  woman  named 
Klara  Krapf  who  was 
exterminated  in  the 
Holocaust.  While 
researching  his  book,  he 
was  shocked  to  see  Klara’s 
name  on  an  exhibit  listing 
the  names  of  Bavarian 


Jews  who  had  been  killed 
in  concentration  camps. 
Knowing  that  both  sides 
of  his  family  are  Roman 
Catholic,  he  wondered  if 
there  was  a  Jewish  line  in 
his  ancestry.  In  the  end, 
Klara  was  not  related  to 
Mr.  Krapf.  However,  her 
life  and  death  spoke  to  Mr. 
Krapf  in  a  way  that  made 
him  able  to  get  past  his 
rage  and  express  grief 
regarding  the  events  of  the 
Holocaust.  His  book 
cycles  through  the  many 
emotions  that  German- 
Americans  harbor  when 
facing  their  German  ances¬ 
try.  It  allowed  him  to  put 
his  German  roots  in  per¬ 
spective. 

Krapf  has  written  or 
edited  15  books  and  is 
widely  considered  one  of 
the  strongest  poetic  voic¬ 
es  in  search  of  German 
heritage.  Ironically,  even 
though  Krapf  grew  up  in  a 
German  settled  communi¬ 
ty  in  Indiana,  he  did  not 
learn  German  until  he 
attended  Saint  Joseph’s. 

He  is  now  finishing  a 


collection  of  poems  set  on 
Long  Island  named 
Bittersweet  Along  the 
Expressway,  and  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  essays  about  poet¬ 
ry,  place,  and  ethnic  her¬ 
itage  called  Where  it  All 
Began.  He  is  also  working 
on  a  second  collection  of 
poems  set  in  Indiana 
called  The  Horseradish 
Man  and  Other  Poems. 

Krapf  is  currently  a  pro¬ 
fessor  of  English  and 
director  at  the  poetry  cen¬ 
ter  at  the  C.W  Post 
Campus  of  Long  Island 
University.  He  has  taught 
at  Notre  Dame  and  twice 
served  in  Germany  as  a 
Senior  Fulbright  Professor 
of  American  Poetry  at  the 
University  of  Freiburg  and 
the  University  of 
Erlangen-Nuremberg.

Fairy  Tales  Do 
Come  True 

Once  upon  a  time  there 
was  a  girl  named  Lina. 

She  grew  up  in  the 
Midwest  and  longed  to 
become  a  professional 
artist.  When  it  became 
time  for  her  to  make  her 
place  in  the  world,  she 
did  not  know  how  to  pur¬ 
sue  her  dream.  She  went 
to  college  and  majored  in 
marketing.  When  she 
graduated  she  had  a  won¬ 
derful  education,  but  she 
did  not  know  how  to  be 
an  artist.  Lina  wondered 
if  her  dream  was  just  a 
fairy  tale.  Armed  with 
common  sense,  the  desire 
to  succeed,  and  loads  of 
raw  talent,  Lina  moved  to 
Washington  to  find  her 
way.  It  was  all  a  very 


magical  journey.  After 
some  time,  her  good  for¬ 
tune  and  hard  work  paid 
off,  and  her  dream  came 
true. 

Lina  Chesak  ’85,  a  free¬ 
lance  illustrator  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  might 
be  called  upon  to  illus¬ 
trate  this  fairy  tale.  She 
would  know  exactly  what 
to  do  since  this  is  her 
story. 

Chesak  has  been  an 
illustrator  for  over  10 
years  and  counts  among 
her  publication  credits 
projects  developed  for 
National  Wildlife,  National 
Geographic,  Traveler,  and 
American  Way  in-  flight 
magazine,  to  name  a  few. 
She  has  illustrated  books 
for  Simon  and  Schuster 
and  Harcourt  Brace,  and 
her  corporate  clients 
include  the  Smithsonian 


Institution, 
Proctor  and 
Gamble,  Bell 
Atlantic,  and 
Wilson  Sporting 
Goods.  Her 
work  is  also 
part  of  a  perma¬ 
nent  traveling 
collection  titled 
Women 

Illustrators:  Past 
and  Present 
which  is  com¬ 
piled  and  man¬ 
aged  by  the 
Society  of 
Illustrators 
Museum  of 
American 
Illustration. 
When  Lina  start¬ 
ed  out,  she  had 
just  enough  of 
an  art  founda¬ 
tion  to  get  a  job 
in  a  small  design  firm. 
From  there  she  took 
classes,  but  does  not 
always  use  the  traditional 
techniques  that  are 
taught.  “Several  years 
ago  1  took  a  four  day  sem¬ 
inar  in  New  York  from  a 
guy  who  teaches  the  ‘tra¬ 
ditional  way’  to  paint.  1 
hated  every  minute  of  it.” 
So  the  resourceful  Lina 
developed  her  own  tech¬ 
nique. 

She  paints  with  oils  on 
the  back  of  frosted  Mylar. 
With  the  paint,  she  builds 
layers  using  progressively 
thicker  coats  of  paints. 
Lina  feels  that  this 
approach  allows  her  to 
build  depth  and  deepen 
the  image  without  dis¬ 
turbing  what  is  on  the 
surface.  She  also  feels 
that  not  being  pushed 
into  an  established  tech¬ 


nique  taught  in  art 
schools  might  actually  be 
an  advantage  for  her  now. 

In  the  end  the  instruc¬ 
tor  of  her  class  looked  at 
her  portfolio  and  said, 
“You  do  some  pretty  nice 
stuff  for  not  knowing  how 
to  paint.”  According  to 
Lina,  she  still  does  not 
know  how. 

Lina’s  fanciful  crea¬ 
tures  and  soft  edges  have 
made  her  a  popular  illus¬ 
trator  of  children’s  books. 
She  recently  finished  illus¬ 
trations  for  a  Random 
House  book  titled  Charlie 
Muffin ’s  Miracle  Mouse 
which  is  written  by  the 
same  author  that  wrote 
the  children’s  classic, 
eventually  made  into  an 
Oscar  nominated  movie. 
Babe:  The  Gallant  Pig. 
Look  for  this  book  to  be 
in  the  stores  in  the  spring 
of  1999.  Also,  she  is  now 
finishing  the  illustrations 
for  Polly  Hopper’s  Pouch 
which  will  be  in  book¬ 
stores  in  about  a  year. 

She  is  putting  her  mar¬ 
keting  degree  from  Saint 
Joseph’s  to  good  use. 

Lina  is  launching  her  own 
line  of  fanciful  merchan¬ 
dise  and  illustrating  her 
own  ideas.  Her  company 
is  called  “lina  beans”  and 
her  first  project  is  a  series 
of  Humpty  Dumpty 
clocks.  This  series  of  six 
clocks  includes  a  baker, 
gardener,  shepherd,  chef, 
fancy  boy,  and  laughing 
Humpty  Dumpty.  For

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Lina’s  fairy  tale  does 
not  have  an  ending,  but 
you  might  ask  if  her  story 
has  a  prince.  The  answer 
is  yes.  In  1997,  Lina  mar¬ 
ried  artist  Robert 
Liberace.  He  was  an 
instructor  for  a  class  Lina 
took  to  study  classical 
drawing.  Quite  an  accom¬ 
plished  artist  himself, 
Liberace  recently  finished 
a  sculpture  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  National 
Shrine  of  the  Immaculate 
Conception.  In  fact, 
Liberace  has  taken  on  the 
challenge  of  developing  a 
new  design  concept  for 
Saint  Joseph’s  fountain. 

All  of  the  elements  of 
Chesak’s  fairy  tale  are 
now  in  place.  All  that 
remains  is  for  her  to  live 
happily-ever-after.

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
again  became  “home”  to 
students  as  it  began  the 
1998-99  academic  year. 
This  marked  the  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventh  year 
that  the  College  has 
opened  its  doors  for  the 
purpose  of  education.

In  recogni¬ 
tion  of  these  accomplish¬ 
ments,  the  entire  SJC 
community  gathered  to 
inaugurate  the  academic 
year  with  a  fall  convoca¬ 
tion.  The  convocation 
began  a  new  tradition  for 
the  College. 

At  the  convocation,  the 
College  made  a  public 
statement  of  its  mission 
and  vision  for  the  future. 
The  convocation  also 
encompassed  an  academ¬ 
ic  procession,  the  induc¬ 
tion  of  the  freshman 
class,  and  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  the  senior  class 
into  a  student  leadership 
role.  According  to 
President  Albert  J. 
Shannon,  “The  convoca¬ 
tion  also  gave  Dr.  David 
Chattin,  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs,  and 
myself  an  opportunity  to 
set  the  tone  for  academic 
goals  and  institutional 
vision  for  the  ensuing 
year.” 


Also,  The  Missionaries 
of  the  Precious  Blood, 
who  provide  spiritual 
guidance  for  the  College, 
renewed  their  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  the  College  and 
announced  the  biblical 
theme,  “Put  On  the  New 
Self,”  for  the  1998-99  aca¬ 
demic  year.

Convocation. 


President  Albert  J. 

Shannon  addressed  the 
students  at  the  fall  convo¬ 
cation. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Trustees, 
Alumni  Board,  Advisory 
Board  members,  faculty, 
staff,  honored  guests, 
family  members,  and 
especially  students; 
rarely  does  a  community 
of  our  size  who  commits 
itself  to  this  united 
endeavor  of  both  intellect 
and  faith,  have  the  luxury 
to  pause  in  our  daily  pur¬ 
suits  to  ask  where  we 
have  been,  where  we  are. 


and  where  we  are  going. 
Thank  you  for  taking  a 
few  moments  today  to 
join  with  us  in  this  explo¬ 
ration.  But  first,  a  quick 
word  on  where  we  have 
been. 

It  was  one  hundred  and 
nine  years  ago,  for  those 
of  you  who  do  not  know, 
that  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  was  chartered. 
One  hundred  and  seven 
years  ago  Father 
Augustine  Siefert,  whose 
statue  still  stands  here, 
was  named  the  first  presi¬ 
dent  and  addressed  the 
first  academic  convoca¬ 
tion.  One  hundred  years 
ago,  we  built  the  Lourdes 
Grotto.  Fifty  years  ago, 
we  had  only  fifty  gradu¬ 
ates  and  a  lay  Board  of 
Advisors.  Ten  years  ago, 
the  women’s  basketball 
team  went  27-4,  the 
women’s  track  team  com¬ 
pleted  its  third  consecu¬ 
tive  undefeated  year, 
minority  scholarships 
were  added  to  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  financial 
aid  package,  and  we 
upgraded  our  phone  and 
computer  services. 

In  recent  years,  we 
have  built  a  new  Core 
Education  Center;  our 
baseball  team  has  been  in 
the  World  Series  two  out 
of  the  last  three  years; 
our  football  team  recently 
set  a  school  record  of 
nine  wins  and  two  losses; 
we’ve  had  nationally 
ranked  soccer  teams,  ten¬ 
nis  teams,  track  and  cross 
country  teams.  Equally 
important: 

•  we’re  celebrating  thirty 

years  of  Core  and  of  co¬ 
education; 

•  we’ve  upgraded  our 


radio/tv  station  and 
computer  network; 

•  we’ve  enhanced  our 
student  counseling  and 
support  services; 

•  we’ve  doubled  our 
endowment; 

•  we’ve  grown  our 
marching  band  and  our 
chorus  to  triple  and 
quadruple  their  size; 

•  we’ve  beautified  the 
campus; 

•  we’ve  employed  a  new 
food  service; 

•  we’ve  celebrated  our 
ongoing  relationship 
with  the  Missionaries 
of  the  Precious  Blood; 

•  we’ve  added  academic 
majors  and  enhanced 
our  faculty.  As  you  see 
before  you,  these 
faculty,  by  actual 
count,  represent  over 
one  thousand  years  of 
teaching  experience. 

Who  are  we?  When  peo¬ 
ple  ask  what  is  our  legacy, 
what  will  you  say?  You 
will  tell  them  that  we  are 
almost  twelve  thousand 
alumni  strong  with  distin¬ 
guished  alumni  in  law, 
medicine,  education,  busi¬ 
ness,  as  well  as  religious 
and  service  professions. 
One  study  ranks  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  in  the  top 
twenty-five  percent  of  all 
liberal  arts  colleges  who 
send  students  on  for 
Ph.D.s.  You  are  to  be 
proud.  In  our  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eight  year  histo¬ 
ry,  we  have  been  home  for 
approximately  one  thou¬ 
sand  Missionaries  of  the 
Precious  Blood.  In  our 
history,  we  have  spent 
over  a  billion  dollars  on 
the  education  of  young 
people  in  budgets  and  in 
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buildings.  We  have 
recorded  some  eight  thou¬ 
sand  victories  in  athletic 
events  including  a  national 
championship  in  football. 
We  have  developed  a  Core 
program  recognized  in 
several  national  publica¬ 
tions  and  have  been  iden¬ 
tified  by  Ernest  Boyer  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation 
for  the  Advancement  of 
Teaching  as  one  of  the 
most  cited  general  educa¬ 
tion  programs  in  the  coun¬ 
try  along  with  Harvard 
and  the  University  of 
Chicago.  We  are  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  and  we 
stand  proud! 

When  people  ask  who 
we  are  and  how  we  differ 
and  why  did  you  choose 
Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
you  might  say  1  wanted  the 
connection  between  my 
life  of  faith  and  my  life  of 
humanly  created  knowl¬ 
edge.  You  might  say  1  met 
people  who  knew  my 
name  and  share  a  sense 
of  community  beyond 
clubs  and  friendship.  You 
might  say  1  chose  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  because 
1  wanted  to  study  my 
major  with  these  faculty 
and  be  a  co-learner  in  this 
community. 

You  will  say  that  people 
treated  you  with  respect 
everywhere  you  turned. 
That  is  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  difference.  You 
know  that  Core  will  pay 
off  for  you  in  the  real 
world.  That’s  why  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  makes 
the  difference.  You  will 
soon  understand  that  no 
other  place  ever  provided 
the  people,  the  chal¬ 
lenges,  and  the  career 


opportunities  or  learning 
environment  as  well  as 
Saint  Joseph’ s  College. 

We  all  know  that  you 
want  a  chance  to  give 
something  back  to  a  com¬ 
munity.  That’s  why  you 
chose  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  to  exercise  your 
academic  and  athletic  tal¬ 
ent.  You  will  say  that  you 
want  a  place  that  holds 
the  human  person  as  a 
central  point  of  nature  and 
history.  That  is  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  differ¬ 
ence.  We  all  want  a  place 
that  is  not  afraid  to  base 
its  very  existence  on  the 
teachings  of  Jesus  Christ. 
That  is  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  difference.  You 
want  a  place  that  is  com¬ 
mitted  to  making  your 
education  affordable. 

That  is  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  difference.  You 
want  a  Catholic,  liberal 
arts,  service-oriented,  ath¬ 
letically  inclined,  career- 
oriented  institution.  That 
is  the  difference  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  You 
want  a  place  that  you  fit,  a 
place  that  you  can  feel  a 
part  of,  a  place  that  you 
can  change,  a  place  that 
you  can  influence,  a  place 
that  you  can  leave  a  mark 
upon.  That  is  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  differ¬ 
ence. 

Our  challenges  are 
many.  As  1  have  told 
every  faculty  and  staff 
person,  as  well  as  every 
student  here,  “Make  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  a  better 
place  just  because  you 
were  here.  ”  We  will  ask 
each  of  you  to  improve  us 
while  you  are  here  and 
support  us  when  you 


leave,  remembering  that 
those  who  came  before 
you  made  sacrifices  so 
you,  as  students,  might 
be  able  to  be  here. 

We  do  not  use  the  word 
family  lightly  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  We  are  a 
family  of  shared  values: 
integrity,  honesty,  hard 
work,  open  communica¬ 
tion,  participatory  deci¬ 
sion  making,  moral  respon¬ 
sibility,  service  to  others, 
academic  excellence,  stu¬ 
dent  leadership,  Christian 
humanism,  the  seeking  of 
truth,  spiritual  develop¬ 
ment  and  above  all  our 
respect  for  diversity. 

What  is  it  that  we  can 
expect  of  each  other  as 
members  of  this  commu¬ 
nity?  We  each  contribute 
to  the  learning,  living 
environment  everyday  in 
a  positive  way.  That 
means  you  need  to  look 
at  your  role  in  this  com¬ 
munity.  If  you  are  a  teach¬ 
er,  simply  be  the  best. 
Nothing  less  is  tolerated. 

If  you  are  a  learner,  never, 
ever  have  your  thirst 
quenched.  If  you  are  in 
maintenance  and  clean¬ 
ing,  everything  sparkles. 

If  you  are  administering  a 
program,  set  and  meet 
the  highest  goals.  If  you 
are  coaching,  win  with 
integrity.  If  you  are  man¬ 
aging  an  office,  remember 
that  students  are  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  our  existence.  If 
you  are  a  student,  chal¬ 
lenge  yourself,  your  reli¬ 
gion  and  your  moral 
sense  to  grow  and  devel¬ 
op.  Just  like  Paul’s  letter 
to  the  Ephesians  demand¬ 
ed  that  we  put  on  that 
“new”  self. 


Now  briefly  to  our 
future.  You  must  believe 
that  you  are  part  of  one  of 
the  Midwest’s  best  pri¬ 
vate,  liberal  arts  colleges. 
You  must  share  the  vision 
that  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  prepares  young 
people  for  lives  of  work, 
Christian  service,  and  citi¬ 
zenship  as  well  as  it  can 
be  done  in  higher  educa¬ 
tion.  You  must  believe 
that  our  particular  blend 
of  core,  professional 
preparations,  service  ori¬ 
entation,  athletics,  and 
Christian  humanism  deliv¬ 
ered  by  this  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  family  is 
unique,  unmatched, 
unparalleled  in  quality 
and  approach,  and  found 
nowhere  else  in  the  world. 

Know  that  we  are  mak¬ 
ing  fiscally  responsible 
plans  for  visible  as  well  as 
infrastructure  improve¬ 
ment.  That  is  part  of  our 
vision. 

Know  that  we  desper¬ 
ately  want  better  resi¬ 
dence  halls,  more  library 
books,  more  computers, 
more  student  activities, 
more  budgets  for  aca¬ 
demics  and  athletics, 
more  compensation  for 
our  staff  and  affordable 
tuition  for  our  students. 

Know  that  for  those  of 
us  who  work  here,  stu¬ 
dents  are  our  Jobs.  They 
are  our  future. 

Dream  with  us  that  our 
shared  vision  of  renovat¬ 
ed  academic  venues, 
refurbished  residence 
halls,  a  new  campus  vil¬ 
lage  and  student  center, 
and  new  student  apart¬ 
ments  will  be  a  reality  on 
this  campus  within  the 
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next  two  years.  This  is 
part  of  our  vision. 

Believe  in  our  mission¬ 
ary  vision  of  excellence 
based  on  the  unique  peo¬ 
ple  that  make  up  this 
community. 

In  all  that  we  do,  we 
are  inspired  by  Saint 
Caspar  and  by  Saint 
Joseph,  our  patrons.  As 
missionaries,  each  one  of 
us  spreads  the  good 
words  of  progress,  excel¬ 
lence  in  academics,  ser¬ 
vice  to  our  communities, 
and  the  development  of 
the  mind,  the  body,  and 
the  spirit  of  everyone 
who  calls  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  home. 

Finally,  the  vision  is 
simply  that  this  communi¬ 
ty  lives,  prays,  wins, 
loses,  suffers,  learns,  and 
grows  together.  Our 


vision  entails  restless¬ 
ness.  We  are  changing, 
we  are  dynamic  but  we 
know  we  are  on  the  right 
path.  Welcome  to  your 
future!  Welcome  to  the 
last  academic  year  before 
the  millennium!  Welcome 
to  your  home  away  from 
home!  Welcome  to  where 
your  restlessness  will  be 
respected,  where  your 
faith  and  reason  will  be 
challenged  together. 

Here  we  are  Lord.  We 
are  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  Please  hold  us  in 
the  Palm  of  Your  Hand. 

With  a  Little

The  Medal  of  Saint  Caspar 
was  bestowed  to  Father 
Charles  Banet  C.PP.S. 

’50,  for  outstanding  ser¬ 
vice  and  dedication  to  the 
College  from  an  alumnus. 

Honorary  doctorate 
degrees  were  given  to 
Michael  Davis,  Emeritus 
Professor  of  Geology  and 
27  year  member  of  the 
College’s  Board  of 
Trustees;  and  the 
Reverend  Monsignor 
Albert  H.  Van  Nevel,  ’36 
a  priest  for  50  years,  serv¬ 
ing  at  Holy  Angels  in  Gary, 
Indiana,  Notre  Dame  in 
Michigan  City,  Indiana, 
and  Our  Lady  of  Grace  in 
Highland,  Indiana. 


Reverend  Charles 
Banet,  C.PP.S.  ’50  was 

presented  with  the  Medal 
of  Saint  Caspar  during 
commencement  exercis¬ 
es.  The  award  is  given  for 
outstanding  service  and 
dedication  from  an  alum¬ 
nus.  This  is  the  fourth 
time,  in  the  history  of  the 
College,  that  this  honor 
was  given. 

Banet’s  association 
with  the  College  spans 
more  than  half  a  century. 
In  1945  he  came  to  the 
College  as  a  student  and 
graduated  in  1950.  After 
earning  his  master’s 
degree  from  the 
University  of  Michigan,  he 
returned  to  Saint  Joseph’s 
in  1952  to  the  position  of 
head  librarian.  He  was 
appointed  executive 
assistant  to  the  president 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
September  of  1964  and 
was  elected  president  in 
1965.  He  retired  from  the 
presidency  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  in  1993. 
He  continues  to  sit  on  the 
College’s  Board  of 


Trustees.  He  now  serves 
as  co-pastor  of  Holy 
Rosary  Church  in 
Galveston,  Texas. 

His  tenure  as  president 
is  the  longest  on  record  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
one  of  his  major  accom¬ 
plishments  was  expand¬ 
ing  the  role  of  the  lay  gov¬ 
erning  board  of  the 
College.  Father  Banet 
stressed  that,  “the  future 
of  all  Catholic  colleges 
lies  in  the  involvement, 
dedication,  support,  and 
love  of  laymen  who 
believe  in  their  education¬ 
al  missions.”  This  policy 
gave  the  College  a  strong 
base  of  overall  support 
strengthening  both  its 
academic  and  financial 
foundations. 

Under  his  guidance, 
the  College  became  a  resi¬ 
dential  coeducational 
institution  in  1968.  This 
increased  the  pool  of 
potential  students  and 
expanded  the  academic, 
athletic,  cultural,  and 
social  dimensions  of  the 
College.

In  his  first  speech  to 
the  College’s  faculty  and 
staff  in  1966,  Father  Banet 
built  the  foundation  for 
the  Core  Curriculum.  His 
vision  of  an  integrated 
general  education  pro¬ 
gram  has  now  become 
one  of  the  most  highly 
acclaimed  academic  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  nation. 

He  has  been  awarded 
the  Sagamore  of  the 
Wabash  (1979  and  1985), 
Kentucky  Colonel  (1985), 
and  the  Sparks-Jones 
Award  of  Associated 
Colleges  of  Indiana 
(1977). 

Father  Banet  received 
an  honorary  degree  from 
the  Calumet  College  of 
Saint  Joseph,  Whiting, 
Indiana  (1970)  and  an 
honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree  from  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  (1991).

president  of  the  National 
Black  Catholic  Movement. 
He  was  also  the  first 
African  American  lay  prin¬ 
cipal  of  a  Catholic  school 
in  this  nation.  He  is  cur¬ 
rently  the  principal  of  the 
Roberto  Clemente 
Student  Development 
Center  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan.  Dulin  has  been 
at  the  helm  of  Clemente 
for  more  than  23  years. 

He  has  also  established 
National  African 
American  Parent 
Involvement  Day 
(NAAPID).  Dulin  was  also 
chosen  as  the  1998  recipi¬ 


ent  of  the  Meiring  Alumni 
Teaching  Excellence 
Award.  The  College  gives 
this  award  to  an  active 
teaching  graduate  whose 
contributions  to  class¬ 
room  teaching  and  profes¬ 
sional  activities  have 
exemplified  a  mark  of 
excellence. 

Walter  Moore  spent 
nine  seasons  coaching 
football  for  the  University 
of  Notre  Dame.  He  served 
for  three  years  as  the 
head  freshman  coach  and 
then  was  promoted  to  the 
offensive  line  coach  for 
the  varsity  team.  During 
Moore’s  varsity  coaching 
years  (1969-74),  the  Irish 
participated  in  two 
Cotton  Bowls,  two  Orange 
Bowls,  one  Sugar  Bowl, 
and  was  the  National 
Champion  in  1973.

Smith  was  honored  for 
his  coaching  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  basketball, 
cross-country,  and  track 
and  field  .  He  was  the 
head  women’s  basketball 
coach  from  1976-78  and 
1984-1990.  He  holds  the 
distinction  of  being  the 
winningest  basketball 
coach  in  the  history  of 
the  College.  He  estab¬ 
lished  a  win-loss  record 
of  166-46  while  at  the 
helm  of  the  women’s  bas¬ 
ketball  program.  While 
coaching  the  Lady  Pumas, 
Smith  was  twice  named 
GLVC  Coach  of  the  Year 
and  twice  named  Regional 
Coach  of  the  Year.  His 
teams  were  three-time 


conference  champions 
and  two-time  regional 
champions. 

Smith  coached  the 
women’s  track  team  to 
five  Little  State 
Championships  while 
compiling  a  104-0  record. 
From  1984  to  1989,  he  was 
named  Indiana 
Intercollegiate  College 
Division  11  Track  and  Field 
Coach  of  the  Year.  For  his 
efforts  in  coaching  cross¬ 
country,  he  was  named 
the  1982  NCAA  Division  11 
Great  Lakes  Regional 
Women’s  Coach  of  the 
Year. 

After  leaving  Saint 
Joseph’s,  Smith  was  the 
head  women’s  basketball 
coach  of  Shippensburg 
University  where  his  team 
went  to  the  elite  eight 
twice  finishing  as  the  run¬ 
ner-up  at  the  1995  NCAA 
Division  11  National 
Championship.  He  was 
recently  named  the  head 
women’s  basketball  coach 
at  Bellarmine  College. 
With  over  310  basketball 
victories  spanning  over  a 
15  year  coaching  career 
he  places  third  in  the 
nation  among  all  NCAA 
head  coaches  with  15 
years  or  less  experience. 

Stitz  was  inducted  for 
his  dual  athletic  career  in 
basketball  and  baseball. 
He  was  a  four-year  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  SJC  basketball 
team.  He  finished  his 
career  shooting  56%  from 
the  field  and  71%  from  the 
charity  stripe  for  a  total 
of  1204  career  points.  He 
played  baseball  from 
1985-87  and  was  All- 
Conference  in  1985,  ’86, 
and  ’87.  He  scored  76 
runs,  hit  19  home  runs. 


and  had  19  stolen  bases. 
He  had  147  hits  in  372 
times  at  bat  for  an  aver¬ 
age  of  .395.  His  fielding 
percentage  was  .954.  He 
was  drafted  in  the  seven¬ 
teenth  round  of  the 
Amateur  baseball  draft  by 
the  Cleveland  Indians. 

Stitz  and  his  wife, 
Patricia  (Szucs)  ’88,  have 
two  children  and  reside  in 
Granger,  Indiana.  He  is 
the  National  Sales 
Director  for  Summit 
Group  in  Mishawaka. 

The  Veteran’s 
Committee  inducted  Art 
Voellinger  for  his  dual  ath¬ 
letic  accomplishments  in 
basketball  and  baseball. 

In  baseball,  he  had  the 
most  wins  (7)  in  a  varsity 
season,  a  record  that 
stood  until  the  expansion 
of  the  baseball  schedule. 
As  a  junior,  he  pitched  61 
1/3  innings,  struck  out  55 
batters,  walked  only  25, 
allowed  51  hits,  and  post¬ 
ed  a  2.84  earned  run  aver¬ 
age.  Art’s  achievements 
include  gaining  two  victo¬ 
ries  in  a  doubleheader 
sweep  of  Ball  State 
University.  In  basketball 
he  led  the  Pumas  in 
rebounding  in  his  junior 
and  senior  years  while 
being  named  team  captain 
and  most  valuable  player. 
He  also  was  the  “J-Man  of 
the  Year”  (Athlete  of  the 
year)  in  1963. 

Professionally, 
Voellinger  has  taught 
English,  coached  several 
sports,  and  advised 
numerous  student  organi¬ 
zations  at  O’Fallon 
Township  High  School  in 
O’Fallon,  Illinois. 
Additionally,  he  has 
served  as  a  correspon¬ 


dent/editor  for  the  News-

Lourdes  Grotto 
Celebrates  100th 
Birthday 

The  Lourdes  Grotto 
celebrated  its  one  hun¬ 
dredth  birthday  on 
December  8  with  a  re¬ 
dedication  ceremony. 

The  Grotto  is  patterned 
after  the  original  shrine 
which  is  located  in 
Lourdes,  France.  At  the 
original  shrine,  the  Virgin 
Mary  appeared  to  14-year- 
old  Saint  Bernadette 
Soubirous  in  1858. 

Saint  Joseph’s  Grotto 
spans  254  feet  in  length 
and  reaches  22  feet  at  its 
highest  point.  The  Grotto 
has  been  created  and 
expanded  through  the 
years  as  a  labor  of  love. 
Faustin  Bernard  Ersing,  a 
Precious  Blood  seminari¬ 
an,  inspired  and  directed 
the  construction  in  the 
summer  of  1898. 

In  1930-31,  the  Grotto 
was  expanded  to  its  cur¬ 
rent  size  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Father  Albin 
Scheidler,  C.PP.S.,  who, 
with  the  assistance  of 
seminarians,  hauled  in 
more  than  1200  tons  of 
stone  to  complete  the 
expansion.  The  main  fea¬ 
ture  added  at  that  time 
was  an  interior  chapel 
cave  reminiscent  of  the 
catacombs.  A  Carrara 
marble  statue  of  Christ  in 


Gethsemane  was  placed 
in  the  sanctuary. 

In  1951,  the  stations  of 
the  cross  together  with 
the  large  boulder  and  a 
bronze  plaque  containing 
Saint  Bernard’s  “memo- 
rare”  were  erected  in 
memory  of  the  parents  of 
Father  John  Baechle 
C.PP.S. 

For  one  hundred  years, 
the  Grotto  has  served  as 
a  place  to  pray,  reflect, 
seek  comfort,  and  gain 
inspiration.  It  has  stood 
as  a  symbol  of  the 
College’s  Catholic  roots 
and  offered  many  stu¬ 
dents  comfort  as  they 
pursued  an  education.

Did  You  Know? 


Your  Will  Is  A 

Priceless 

Privilege 

Many  people  spend  a 
lifetime  accumulating  an 
estate.  Then,  the  majori¬ 
ty  leave  the  important 
matter  of  final  distribu¬ 
tion  to  state  law.  In  fact, 
70%  of  adults  die  intes¬ 
tate — without  a  valid  will. 
The  reasons  are  many 
and  various,  but  the 
results  can  be  devastat¬ 
ing. 

An  intestate  estate  is 
settled  according  to  state 
law  which  may  have  noth¬ 
ing  in  common  with  your 
wishes.  This  may 
increase  settlement  costs 
considerably  and  cause 
endless  delay. 

The  most  important 
benefit  of  creating  a  valid 
will  is  the  opportunity  to 
specify  how  you  wish 
your  assets  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed.  In  planning  for 
minor  children,  a  will 
allows  you  to  name  a 
guardian  and  entrust  that 
guardian  with  the  power 
to  act  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  child.  In  the 
absence  of  a  will,  the 
state  will  appoint  a 
guardian  who  must  seek 
approval  of  the  probate 
court  with  regard  to  near¬ 
ly  every  action  involving 
the  child’s  property. 

Establishing  a  will 
enables  you  to  name  an 
executor  who  will  collect, 
manage,  and  distribute 
your  estate’s  assets 
according  to  your  desires. 
In  the  absence  of  a  will, 
the  state  will  appoint  an 
executor  which  may 


result  in  delays  and  even 
losses  to  the  estate. 

Having  a  will  allows 
you  to  provide  for  numer¬ 
ous  tax  savings  arrange¬ 
ments  which  may 
enhance  the  value  of  the 
estate  to  your  heirs  by 
thousands  of  dollars  in 
estate  tax  savings. 

Contingencies  such  as 
simultaneous  death  may 
be  anticipated  with  a  will 
and  thereby  you  may  pre¬ 
vent  a  reduction  of  the 
estate  through  increased 
death  taxes. 

Charitable  bequests  to 
your  alma  mater  or 
favorite  charity  may  be 
arranged  through  your 
will  without  posing  a 
substantive  hard¬ 
ship  to  your 
heirs.  Such  a 
bequest  may 
be  expressed 
in  terms  of  a 
percentage 
of  the  resid¬ 
uary  estate 
which,  more 
than  a  deter¬ 
mined  lump 
sum,  protects 
beneficiaries 
against  possible 
shrinkage  in  the 
estate’s  value. 

There  are  many  rea¬ 
sons  to  execute  a  will.  A 
will  can  prevent  high  set¬ 
tlement  costs,  relieve 
stress  for  loved  ones,  pre¬ 
vent  delays  in  settlement, 
and  decrease  the  risk  of 
higher  death  tax  penal¬ 
ties.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  why  the 
reluctance  to  establish  a 
will  is  so  universal.  It 
may  be  procrastination, 
or  the  fear  of  tempting 
fate,  or  even  insecurity 


about  how  to  go  about 
the  process.  As  to  the  lat¬ 
ter,  a  qualified  attorney  is 
essential.

Gabriel  Damato  ’99  was 
named  the  Most 
Outstanding  Player  of  the 
tournament.  Lucas 
Brunette  ’01,  Gabriel 
Damato  ’99,  David 
Drzonek  ’99,  Thomas 
Gandolph  ’99,  Todd  Neal 
’99,  and  Jason  Retzlaff  ’99 
were  selected  to  the  All- 
North  Central  Regional 
Team. 

At  the  first  game  of  the 
double  elimination 
Division  II  College  World 
Series,  the  Pumas  lost  6-0 
to  Millersville  (PA) 
University.  The  team 
then  rebounded  in  the 
second  game  by  eliminat¬ 
ing  New  Haven  (CT) 
University  15-3.  The 
squad  was  ultimately 
eliminated  by  West 
Georgia  University  8-7  in 
the  quarter  finals.

This  is  the  second  time  in 
three  years  that  Coach 
Moyzis  has  been  given 
this  award.

The  Pumas  were  led  by

against  average  per  game. 

For  the  first  time  in 
nine  years,  the  volleyball 
team  advanced  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  Tournament. 

At  the  tournament,  they 
lost  to  Northern  Kentucky 
who  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  Division  II  final 
eight.  The  Pumas,  under

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11-19  overall  record.

SJC’s  football  team  fin¬ 
ished  the  1998  season 
with  a  7-4  overall  record, 
winning  six  of  their  seven 
final  games,  and  were 
undefeated  at  home.  One 
highlight  of  the  season 
was  playing  long  time 
rival  Valparaiso 
University.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  Saint 
Joseph’s  has  played 
Valparaiso  since  1992. 

SJC  defeated  the 
Crusaders  to  take  the 
lead  in  the  all-time  series 
27-26-2. 

SJC  had  a  thrilling  con¬ 
clusion  to  the  season 
when  they  played  Wayne 
State.  The  Pumas  came 
from  behind  to  win  41-39. 
It  took  four  overtimes  to 


decide  the  victor  in  this 
game.  SJC  was  down  23-9 
in  the  fourth  quarter  and 
scored  14  unanswered 
points  to  tie  the  game. 

The  Pumas  finally  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  fourth  over¬ 
time  as  Desmond  Fletcher 
’01  scored  on  a  13  yard 
scamper,  and  Larry  Smith 
’99  converted  a  run  for 
the  two-point  conversion. 

This  was  the  second 
winning  season,  in  the  last 
three  years,  with  the 
Pumas  compiling  a  21-12 
record.  Quarterback  Larry 


Smith  ’99  finished  his 
career  with  2309  rushing 
yards,  26  rushing  touch¬ 
downs,  and  194  points.  He 
is  the  third  all-time  leader 
in  rushing  yards  and  the 
third  highest  touchdown 
scorer  in  the  history  of 
Puma  football.  He  is  tied 
for  second,  with  Rory 
Johnson  ’88,  for  rushing 
touchdowns.
